In the program of Saturday there was 
less of Heine and his melancholy than in 
that of Thursday, and though there was 
a German desth-dance or two, thé gen- 
eral spirit, of the recital was brighter, 
less desponding and loyelorn than that 
of Thursday’s recital. It is impossible 
to point to any song in Dr. Wullner’s 
program and say that it was better than 
the rest. Every poet, every composer 
was given an equally fair interpretation, 
so that a listener who found one thing 
better than another would have to ad- 
mit that it was because the poetry or 
the music was better;*for the singer 
showed equal mastery at all points. 

The songs of Saturday that disclosed 
powers in the singer not called out in 
work of Thursday were notably Schu- 
bert’s setting of Goethe’s Prometheus. 
Tom Moore’s two Venetian poems, as 
set to music by Schumann and the Ger- 
man folk songs with accompaniments of 
Brahms. In reciting Goethe’s poem he 
seemed to speak his own defiance 
those whose art is based on tradition, 
instead of on their own intelligence; he 
was Prometheus setting at naught all 
rule which has not the good of men at 
heart.

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COTTON SEED MEN 
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Hampered by Congressional 
Duties and Foreign Im- 


From Taft. 


The Cotton Seed Crushers’ Association 
of Georgia believes that in President- 
elect Taft the South has a true friend 
who will look out for her interests dur- 
ing his administration, for during his 
recent visit to this state the disadvantage 
under which the cotton seed industry 


labored was clearly brought to his atten- 
tion by former Associate Justice J. R. 
Lamar, of Augusta, in his address at the 
Taft banquet in Augusta just prior to 
Judge Taft’s departure from that city, 
says the Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution. 

On this subject, Judge Lamar said: 

“The farmers of the South are deeply 
concerned in legisjation relative to cot- 
ton seed—one of the by-products re- 
cently introduced as an article of ‘world 
commerce; and, now, ever in its infancy, 
furnishing a manufactured product worth 
more than $100,000,000. The oils were 
sed in the manufacture of oleomargarine, 
and sold openly and avowedly in com- 
petition with butter. 

It ulso competed successfully in France, 
Spain and Italy with olive oil. But, for 
the protection of the dairymen at home, 
it was subjected to an enormous con- 
fessedly prohibitive tax by Congress. On 
the other hand, in aid of the olive grow- 
ers’ across the waters, it was subjected 
to a high duty abroad, so that this won- 
derful product, wonderful in quantity, 
utility and value, has been whipsawed 
between the two, and, while conditions 
may make it impossible to expect the 
repeal of ,the prohibitive tax here, we 
may ask that some provision be made 
by which, under the reciprocity clauses 
of the new tariff bill, oil from foreign 
countries shall be kept out unless they 
allow cotton seed-oil to go in.”

|F ailing to Secure Contracts With Independent Company, 
posts They Hope for Help! 


the City Intends to Begin Construction of Hydro- 


Generating Equipment, 


Owned by Municipality. 


WINNIPEG, Man.—This city will pro- 
ceed with the construction of its pro- 
posed municipal hydro-electric power 
plant at Point du Bois, all advances hy 
the local power company to secure con- 
tracts to furnish power or to sell the 
city the company’s plant having proved 
futile. 

The question of proceeding with the 
city power scheme has been an issue in 
local affairs since the power by-law was 
passed by the ratepayers in 1906. In the 
recent annual city election the candi- 
dates for office.who stood for the imme- 
diate construction of the power plant 
were elected by a large majority. 

The Winnipeg Electric Railway Com- 
pany, which has its power plant at Lac 
du Bonnet, has offered on three separate 
occasions to sell it to the city, but each 
time has met with refusal. The price 
asked for plant, street car system, gas 
and electric light works was $16,500,000. 
The latest, offer of the company was 
made Jan. 7, and waa to furnish the city 
with power at 824.66 per horsepower. 

This the city council did not accept, 
but instead passed an order to let con- 
tracts for the municipal plant aggregat- 
ing about $1,014,700. After considering 
the company’s proposition the civic 
power committee passed a _ resolution,

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ART COLLECTION 


‘Walters Gallery in Baltimore, 
Open During’ February, 
Contains Many ‘Treasures 
of Rare Value. 


| BALTIMORE, Md.—The new Walters 
art gallery on North Charles street, con- 
taining the magnificent art collection of 
Henry Walters of New York and Balti- 
more, will be opened to the public during 
‘the first week of February. 

The new marble: gellery, which cost 
several hundred thousand dollars, is one 
of the finest temples of art in this coun- 
try. 

To the right of the stairway on enter- 
ing is a marble reclining statue of Ari- 
adne, by Hans Schuler of Baltimore; also 
a large Japanese incense burner from one 
of the great temples of Japan. Above 
this in the loggia is a large Italian bronze 
door of the style of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. Opposite is a life-size terra-cotta 
representation of Adan and Eve, by An- 
drea Della Robbia. : 


At the head of the steps is a court 
with a loggia running around it two 
stories high. In the center, facing the 
entrance, is a bronze statue by Rodin, of 
“Le Penseur.” Under each arch of the 
loggia is a pedestal bearing a marble 
‘statue from the famous Massarenti col- 
| lection, all. being antiques either of Ro- 
‘man or Greek origin. Under the loggia 
land behind these statues are eight marble 
sarcophagi raised on pedestals. These 
eight sarcophagi were found in 1884 in 
Rome under the Villa Bonaparte in the 
Via Salaria.
